DEFENSE SETS UP 
PATS' 14-10 WIN

BUFFALO - It might be days before John Mazur lets go of 
the football he was awarded here yesterday by his Patriot players. 

"It's dirty and covered with mud," said Mazur, "but I love it. 
It will always have a special place with me." 

The football will be a momento of Mazur's first win as a 
head coach which came in War Memorial Stadium by a 14-10 
count. 

The contest went right down to the final play, when Buffalo 
had a potential game-winning touchdown pass belted loose from 
the grasp of receiver Marlin Briscoe at the goal line on a jarring 
tackle by Pats' cornerman Randy Beverly as time ran out. 

"I just touched it with my hands when I got hit from 
behind," said Briscoe. "If I could have held it and fallen into the 
end zone backwards, I would have had the touchdown." 

Instead, the ball skidded away to be collected by the Patriots 
and awarded to Mazur later by co-captains Jon Morris and 
Houston Antwine "for bringing us together again as a team." 

The victory, which snapped a nine-game losing streak, came 
because of a great Boston defensive effort. 

Beverly, linebacker John Bramlett and defensive end Ron 
Berger, were outstanding all afternoon, causing costly Buffalo 
turnovers which eventually spelled a Patriot victory. 

Berger, who got to Buffalo passer Dennis Shaw four times 
for losses, jarred the young quarterback loose from the ball to set 
up a second period touchdown and a 7-0 lead. This score came on 
a 10-yard pass from Mike Taliaferro to Ron Sellers. 

After allowing a 37-yard field goal by Buffalo's Grant 
Guthrie before the half, the Boston defense went to work in the 
third period. John Bramlett intercepted a Shaw pass to set up Jim 
Nance's one-yard run which proved to be the winning score. 

The Patriots led, 14-3, and seemed to have the game in hand 
when Carl Garrett fumbled away a punt which triggered a furious 
finish by the Bills. 

In seconds Buffalo backup quarterback Jim Harris converted 
Garrett's fumble into a touchdown when he pitched 28 yards for a 
score to tight end Willie Grate with 1:58 left. 

Buffalo got the ball back a minute later and charged to the 
Boston 15 with just six seconds left. 

Harris, though he sprked the surge, was taken out and the 
starter, Shaw, inserted for the last play. 

"We wanted to send the play in," said Buffalo head coach 
John raunch. "But I didn't have a timeout left to take Harris to the 
sideline to explain it to him. 


Shaw and Rauch agreed that a "post" pattern over the middle 
to Briscoe, the Bills favorite pattern, would be best in this spot. 

"We've worked it well all year," said Shaw, "and it all came 
together. I threw the ball where I should have and Marlin was 
open. But we just didn't hold onto the ball. All day long we 
dropped it like a hot potato." 

Briscoe let go of the potential winner because Beverly really 
cracked him from behind as the ball came into this hands. 

Once again, the Boston offense was pathetic. Joe Kapp, after 
throwing two interceptions in the opening moments, was replaced 
by Mike Taliaferro in the second period. 

The Patriots scored first in the second period when big 
Berger crushed Shaw at the Buffalo 32, causing a fumble. 
Houston Antwine recovered and ran to the Bills 26. 

Two plays later Taliaferro fired a bomb to Sellers, who was 
shoved by Bill's cornerman Robert James at the six, forcing the 
pass interference call. 

After Odell Lawson was dropped back at the ten on a sweep, 
Taliaferro went for Sellers, working man to man against James. 

"It was a great throw by Mike," said Sellers. "I wasn't open 
that mush, but he threw the ball perfectly just as I made my 
move." 

The Patriots expanded their lead to 14-3 at 11:31 of the 
third. Bramlett, having a great year, set the stage by intercepting a 
Shaw pass at the Boston 34 and returning it to midfield. 

Again a pass interference call hurt the Bills. Two plays after 
the interception Sellers went deep with James and Taliaferro sent 
up the bomb, and James was penalized for interference, this time 
at the Bills four. Two plunges by Lawson moved the ball to the 
one before Nance got the call. 

Big Jim cracked into the right side, found the hole closed, 
and took off around end for the score. 

"Winning is beautiful," said Mazur, "I hope it becomes a 
habit."

REDSKINS LOOK GOOD 
BEATING PHILS, 17-7 


Ed Britt Furnishes Needed Spark As Boston 
Plucks Eagles

Boston climbed a game closer to the National League's 
Eastern Division lead by downing Philadelphia, 17 to 7, at 


Fenway Park yesterday, while Pittsburg was taking a trouncing 
from the Chicago Bears. 

It was the greatest Redskin uprising Boston has seen since 
King Philip's War. The Marshall Mohawks registered 18 
legitimate first downs, including two touchdown plays, while the 
clawless Eagles gained only one by rushing and another on a 
penalty. Boston was particularly impressive on attack, giving a 
near-flawless demonstration of a New York Giants’ system, as 
taught by ex-Giant Ray Flaherty. 


Britt Fills Battles' Shoes 


Cliff Battles was given a much-needed rest, spending the 
entire afternoon on the bench, but Boston unveiled a new 
sensation in Lexington Eddie Britt, who completed seven of 14 
passes, for a total gain of 142 yards, and rushed 20 times for 70 
more. The Redskins spent three years in a vain countrywide 
search for a forward passer, then found one within tomahawk 
range of their own wigwam. 

The Redskins' blocking was better than they have ever 
before shown in a wider variety of plays. All in all, they bore out 
Coach Flaherty's contention that the 31-to-2 trouncing at Green 
Bay was "one of those things," and that Boston is still in the 
championship fight. The Eagles didn't furnish the best opposition 
imaginable, but the Philadelphia line shapes up as something 
more than a row of turnstiles. 

Sharing the glory with Britt and "Pug" Rentner, who turned 
in one of his best performances, were a pair of local boys, Wayne 
Millner of Salem and Eddie Kahn of Roxbury. Millner played a 
great all-around game at left end, snatching passes and breaking 
up plays with a deciveness reminiscent of his days at Notre 
Dame. Kahn gave a fine account of himself at guard. 

The starting backfield of Rentner, Britt, Henry Wiesenbaugh 
and Ed Justice clicked as if synchronized by a pendulum. Britt 
also played in Battles’ place with the other unit of Riley Smith, 
Ermie Pinkert and Jim Musick, relieved occasionally and 
satisfactorily by ed Smith. 


Only 5000 Attend Game 


Discouraged by the increased prices and the fact that the 
"Skins" had lost two straight, the Sunday Sit-in Association was 
represented by only 5000 persons, of whom 4392 paid their 
respects to the cashiers. 

The Eagle would have been forced to perch on a good egg if 
it hadn't benefited by a break, late in the third period. Art Buss 
rushed in a partially blocked one of Riley Smith's kicks. The ball 
carried only 10 yards beyond scrimmage and dropped into the 
arms of "Stumpy" Thomason at the Boston 25. He 
Humpty-Dumptied his way to the seven, then tossed a lateral to 
Jim MacMurdo, who romped across. 

Reese place-kicked the extra point. 

The first real break for the Redskins came on the second last 
play of the first period when one of Hanlon's punts was caught by 
the wind and tossed to earth on his own 32-yard line. 

Britt passed to Riley Smith for a first down at the 14 before 
the teams changed goals. Three plays gained as many yards, then 
Riley Smith dropped back to the 17 and nudged home a field 
goal. Shortly after the ensuing kickoff, Millner recovered a Philly 
fumble at the visitors' 26. A Britt plunge and a Musick-Millner 
pass brought a first down at the 16, but two plays were smothered 
and "Eggs" Mannske nailed Riley Smith for a 10-yard loss. Riley 
tried a placekick, but it was wide. 

Rentner ran back 18 yards, to the Philly 42, after taking the 


Eagles’ kickout. Charlie Malone snatched a Britt pass for a first 
down at the 30. Britt picked up seven at tackle. Rentner reached 
the 20 and a Britt-Millner pass was good for nine more. Mannske 
broke through again and ambushed Riley Smith at the 30. 

Britt then uncorked a long heave in the general direction of 
"coffin" cornr, where Millner and Smith were waiting, along with 
two defenders. The ball bounced out of Millner's hands and 
caromed off Walter Masters' shoulder into the anxious arms of 
Smith, who wrestled his way across the goal line and placekicked 
the extra point. The Redskins then staged a 55-yard march in five 
plays but the half ended. 


Boston Marches 85 Yards 


Boston kicked off in the second half, received the return 
kick at its own 15 and paraded to another touchdown. Rentner did 
some fine ball-toting during this 85-yard advance, but the most 
greedy groundeaters were Britt's passes to Millner and Malone. 
The payoff punch was a seven-yard flat pass to Malone, who 
received at the Eagle 30 and dashed across the goal line without 
feeling the touch of an alien hand. the Philly touchdown was the 
period's only other event of consequence.

CETICS ROMP, 97-79, 
OVER MILWAUKEE

The Celtics found their softest touch of the season in the 
Milwaukee Hawks, whipping the cellar occupants, 97-79, at the 
Garden last night at the tag end of the triple-header. 

It was the Celtics biggest scoring night as they racked up 60 
points in nthe last half to race away from the Hawks, who had 
bothered them considerably in the first 24 minutes with their slow 
possession ball. 

Old Max Zaslofsky led the scoring with 28 points. Boston's 
heaviest scorer was Bob Cousy, off to a slow start but a prime 
factor in the second-half surge. 


Close at Half-Time 


The Celtics led by 11 points after 7:50 of the first period. 
But the Hawks made pests of themselves through the second 
chapter when they went ahead by a single point five times. At the 
end of the half the Celtics led, 37-35. 

Names like Gene Dyker and the antiquated Red Holtzman, 
who was shooting like a demon from outside, kept the Celtics 
hemmed in through the half, but the strong bench the Celtics now 
boast fairly ran away from the visitors in the second half. 

Over those final 12 minutes the Hawks were straggling in 
and out of the game, while Red Auerbach's charges, with Bob 
Donham leading the assault, wore out the strings. 

Four of the Celtics went into double figures, with Ed 
Macauley (18), Sharman (16) and Donham (12) trailing Cousy. 
The Hawks also had a quartet in double figures with Holtzman 
(12), Tosheff (11) and Lou Hitch (10) earning their pay for the 
night. 

Cousy led in the assist department, and his 10 field goals in 


18 attempts was by far his best shooting record thus far. 

The Celtics now head for a four-game road trip, starting 
with Baltimore this afternoon, and then traveling to Rochester, 
Philly and New York Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday.

CELTICS STAY ON 
GUARD, PASS BUCKS, 
119-105

Ancient philosopher Juvenal claimed, "Revenge is always 
the delight of a mean spirit, of a weak and petty mind." 

Maybe. But Juvenal probably couldn't go to his left or make 
the outlet pass to start a fast break. And he certainly never 
experienced the indignity of being swept, 4-0, in the playoffs. 

The Celtics finally beat the Bucks last night, and it had to 
feel good. Commemorating the six-month anniversary of the 
Milwaukee May Day Massacre, Boston extracted a pound of 
flesh, beating Don Nelson's gang, 119-105, in the old-yet-new 
Boston Garden. 

It was hardly exact retribution. Cedric Maxwell was the first 
to admit, "This game meant something as far as winning goes, 
but it doesn't make up for the end of last season. It'll never do 
that." 

New coach K.C. Jones added, "We had to establish that this 
is our home ground and you have to fight a little harder to insure 
that teams don't walk in here and think they can beat the Centics 
on their home court." 

Boston's 38th home opener was played in front of the 121st 
consecutive sellout Garden throng, a group that included striking 
officials who paraded to the tune of "Joe Hill" early in the first 
quarter. 

The presence of the striking zebras resulted in an odd tap-off 
scene. After Tiny Archibald received a not-so-Tiny standing 
ovation, there was an announcement calling for eviction of any 
fan caught blowing one of the free whistles that the picketing 
officials handed out before the game. 

Thus, when centers Robert Parish and Bob Lanier set 
themselves for the opening tap, a coterie of policemen lined the 
perimeter of the court. We were spared the presence of mounted 
police and attack dogs, but it was obvious that the Celtics and the 
Garden were intent on averting the type of ugly scenes that have 
taken place elsewhere. 

Adding to the tension was the presence of referee darrell 
garretson, the only veteran ref who has elected to ignore the 
strike. Garretson worked the game with nonunion official Neil 
Kay. 

Ah yes, and then there was the ballgame. Appropriately 
enough, it was Larry Bird (27 points) who first shifted the 
emphasis by canning an 18-footer from out top to open Boston's 
1983-84 home season. The Celtics were pressing and running, 
and another bomb made it 8-2. When it got to 13-5, the Bucks 
called time. 

Boston never trailed. Robert Parish (16 rebounds after only 
six in his first two games) returned from the dead, and the Celtics 
shot 80 percent (12 for 15) in the first quarter. It was 32-27 after 


one. 

Led by Quinn Buckner (16 points, 5 assists, 3 steals), and 
leter Dennis Johnson (19 points, 6 rebounds, 4 assists), Boston 
built its lead to 63-56 at the half and 89-78 after three. 
Milwaukee's Marques Johnson (two in the first half) was a 
no-show, and the Celtics were getting a boffo backcourt 
performance. 

The tightest moment came when Boston's seven-point lead 
vaporized early in the third quarter. As old friend Archibald went 
coast-to-coast for two, the lead was trimmed to two (69-67), and 
Jones called time. 

After the pause, the Celtics outscored Milwaukee, 20-11, in 
the final eight minutes of the quarter. Bird had nine of the 20, but 
Buckner and Dennis Johnson were the catalysts. Buckner 
harassed milwaukee's guards, while Johnson did some damage 
under the basket and made sensational Sidney Moncrief work for 
every one of his 28 points. 

"Both of those guards came off the bench and did well," 
noted Maxwell. "I think we are a completely different team with 
Dennis johnson and Quinn Buckner. They are two of the better 
defensive guards in the league, and we become a more complete 
team with them in the game." 

Junior Bridgeman (22 points) caught fire for the Bucks in 
the fourth, but the Celtics had too much muscle underneath and 
the Bucks never got closer than eight. A three-point play by 
Danny Ainge (11 points, speaking of revenge) with 2:32 left put 
the home team ahead by 15 and sent the traffic-beaters onto 
Causeway street.

SANTIAGO HURLS 
2-HIT VICTORY

It's like a miracle performed after a dread disease. The Red 
Sox pitching had been ludicrous, but in the last three games the 
opposition has made just two runs. One apiece in the last two 
games in Baltimore and Friday night, Jose Santiago gave the 
Kansas City team a fat cypher as he threw a two-hit, 3 to 0 
victory before 13,192 at Fenway. 

And little Rico Petrocelli, had batted only .156 in April and 
had knocked in but one run, unloaded for his seventh home run of 
the month of May and 20th and 21st RBIs scoring Bob Tillman 
ahead of him for more daylight for Santiago in the seventh 
inning. 

The other run off righthander Fred Talbot of the A's was a 
tainted thing, coming in the sixth - but the way Santiago was 
spinning his fast slider, it looked as though the A's were never 
going to break through for a run after they missed a chance in the 
third inning. 

The only man to reach third base for the A's, Dick Green, 
singled for one of the two hits off Santiago in the third, his hard 
grounder just sneaking past George Scott's extended reach to his 
right. Off went Green for second base after Ozzie Chavarria had 
fanned and talbot taken a strike. 

A few of the fans razzed Tillman for his high throw to 
second base, but Tillman was laboring with a sore finger on his 
throwing hand, and was barely able to do more than lob the thing 


down there. With Talbot still at bat, Santiago let a slider get 
away, high, and it bounced off Tillman's glove for a wild pitch 
and Green was at third base. 

With the count three and two on Talbot, Dark ordered a 
suicide squeeze and Talbot fouled off the bunt attempt for a 
strikie out. 

That was the last Kansas City man to get beyond first base. 

Bill Bryan walked to open the second but was doubled up. 
Larry Stahl singled, a clean shot to left, to open the third and he 
was doubled up. 

Talbot walked with one out in the sixth and was forced at 
second base. That was it for the tenants for the A's. 

The Red Sox had a nice chance to get to Talbot right off, 
thanks to Talbot's two wild losses to bases. Jim Gosger singled to 
right with one out and Carl Yastrzemski hit a one-hopper back to 
the mound for what looked like a cinch double play. 

But Talbot made a high throw to Chavarria on the second 
base side of the bag and Gosger was safe. Then Chavarria tried to 
cut down Yastrzemski and he cut down Umpire Bill Haller 
instead. Haller was about 15 feet inside the line, between first and 
second, and Chavarria hit him on the leg with his peg and the ball 
rolled towards Talbot. 

Talbot could have cut down Yastrzemski trying to go to 
second, but he elected to throw to third and he threw wildly. 

Scott was walked intentionally but Tony Conigliaro fanned 
and Dalton Jones flied out. 

The Red Sox got their tainted run when Gosger walked and 
Yastrzemski forced him. Scott singled to left-center and Stahl's 
throw got past the infield and rolled towards first where Scott 
was heading back after making the turn. The ball hit him and Carl 
scored. Conigliaro got a double when Stahl misjudged his high 
fly to left, but after Jones was walked Joe Foy hit into a double 
play. 

If the A's thought they were being cheated they soon lost 
that feeling when Petrocelli homered into the screen after 
Tillman's single and a sacrifice.

EVANS' POWER FOILS 
WILSON'S SPEED, 6-4

The difference between the Red Sox and the Royals is the 
difference between leg and upper body men, the difference 
between ballparks and the difference in last night's game that 
took 162 minutes to build to and five seconds to end. For 8.5 
innings, the Red Sox tried everything to keep the world's fastest 
baseball player, Willie Wilson, from beating them by land. They 
tried conferences, back-to-back pitchouts and even a shift that 
probably hasn't been since Eddie Gaedel. And it worked, for the 
most part. He bunted, stole, ran and tortured the Townies with his 
four hits, and even when he did it in the top of the ninth in a 4-4 
game, it wasn't enough. He didn't have anyone to get him the last 
90 feet. 

So in five seconds - the time it took for the ball to leave 
Dwight Evans' bat and settle into the screen - the Red Sox won 
by air. So, with an example of the reasoning for having an eighth 
hitter who has 11 home runs, Evans' two-out, ninth-inning clout 


gave Mike Torrez and the Red Sox their fifth straight win over 
the Royals, a 6-4 victory before 27,870. 

It had all been tied back in the sixth with Fred Lynn's 22d 
homer, and ended virtually the same way. Hrabosky (6-4) had 
retired the first two batters in the ninth, but lost Butch Hobson, 
who lined a single into left and was run for by Jimmy Dwyer. "In 
that situation I'm not doing anything more than just trying to hity 
the ball hard somewhere," said Evans. Hrabosky went to 2-and-0, 
then Evans fouled a fastball off. "That was actually the pitch I 
wanted, but I swung too hard. So I stepped back out of the box, 
caught my breath and tried to gear myself to a nice, easy swing." 
That nice, easy swing sent a fly ball into the net and he had his 
11th homer. 

And Torrez had his ninth win in this his fourth straight 
strong start. His battles were with his control, although not as 
badly as some earlier starts, and Wilson. The Red Sox had gone 
ahead 2-0 in the first against starter Dennis Leonard with a Rick 
Burleson single, a walk, a Jim Rice single and a ground ball. 
Leonard might have been out of the inning, for Rice's ball and the 
sharp one-hopper Carlton Fisk hit at George Brett might have 
been double play balls, but such was luck. 

When Torrez got nicked for the four runs, they had to battle 
back with a run in the fifth (Evans' wall double and two 
grounders) and Lynn's homer. 

Wilson had knocked in the first run of a two-run rally in the 
third when he singled in Frank White - who had reached when 
Torrez's third strike had skittered off Bob Montgomery's glove 
back to the screen and he reached first - and in the fifth he did 
enough to have Don Zimmer throw up his arms and declare 
"enough." With one out, the .323-hitting Wilson dragged a bunt 
Bob Watson grabbed about 15 feet from the bag. Wilson, who 
has been timed going down the line in 3.53 seconds on a bunt, 
flew by, stole second and ended up scoring one of the two runs 
that put Kansas City ahead, 4-2. 

"I said, 'no more bunts." Zimmer said afterwards. "The 
pitcher can't beat him to the bag, not unless he's a Tom 
Burgmeier. This guy is something else. I saw Willie Davis, but 
this guy is faster. I've never seen his feet hit the ground. So I 
decided to make him try to hit us." And when Wilson came up in 
the seventh, second baseman Jack Brohamer was situated 
virtually between Torrez and Watson, and Watson was in off the 
bag. 

Wilson, for whom this was his third four-hit game, lined a 
single through the box that time, but in that case Torrez pitched 
out twice ("I doubt you could get him on a pitchout more than 
one in 10 times" - Zimmer), then delayed, changed his rhythm 
and held Wilson. Then, in the ninth, Wilson again got a one-out 
single and stole second. Only the steal might have done the Red 
Sox a favor, for it meant walking Brett intentionally, and the way 
Brett hits, he could score Wilson from first. 

As it tured out, Torrez ended up with the bases loaded, two 
outs and John Wathan at the plate (instead of 56 RBI man Darrell 
Porter, who was ejected for commenting on a strange strikeout in 
the eighth). Zimmer went out. "I was leaving him in, he'd pitch a 
tough game," said the manager. Torrez, who had changed from 
five innings of fireballing in four innings of mixing speeds, got 
Wathan to tap to Hobson at third. His throw ran down and away 
from second, but Brohamer went across the bag, sprawled, 
grabbed the throw and kicked the bag. 

And in the five seconds it took for the ball to go from 
Hrabosky's hand to the screen, the leg men had been beaten.

BRUINS GET TWO IN 
THIRD TO DEFEAT 
LEAFS, 3 TO 1

Milt Schmidt, who always has been a great opportunist, 
chose an ideal moment to score his first goal of the season at the 
Garden last night. 

The Bruins' captain, who recently returned to his post at 
center, cashed in on a great solo rush at 9:31 in the last period to 
provide the key goal as the Boston team downed the Toronto 
Maple Leafs, 3-1, before a crowd of 11,744. 

That important goal broke a tie set up in the second period in 
which Johnny Peirson came through for the Bruins at 1:10, while 
Capt. Ted Kennedy tallied at 16:18 following 10 minutes of 
incessant attack by the Stanley Cup holders. 


Peirson Scores Again 


The third goal was also scored by Peirson at 18:54. He fired 
into a vacated net after the Leafs had pulled out goalie Turk 
Broda with 80 seconds left to attempt a ganing "football" attack 
inside the Boston blue line. That goal proviked one of severalo 
"rhubarbs." 

Schmidt's performance highlighted the win which put the 
Bruins in a three-way tie for fourth place with Chicago and the 
Rangers, who lost at Detroit. 

It was the fifth loss in seven games for Maple Leafs, 
including two here at the Garden, the only rink on which they 
have yet to win. 

The Bruins were staging a lively comeback in the last 
period. After being outskated by the Leafs all through the last 15 
minutes of the previous session when Schmidt broke away. 

After the puck bounced off the shins of Bill Quackenbush, 
Milt broke away in a race for possession with defenseman Gus 
Mortson. As they reached the bounding disc at center ice, 
Mortson was angling in front of Schmidt but the Bruin captain 
flipped it ahead and kept skating for the goal. 

Mortson didn't have a chance to overtake Schmidt, and Milt 
let fly with a nicely timed back hander from 15 feet out on the 
right which sent the plug cleanly past Broda into the far corner. 

A little later in the period Schmidt was off on another 
speedy trip up the ring along the left fence, with Zellio 
Toppazzini traveling far over on the right side. Schmidt got off a 
rink wide pass, and Topper, just outside the crease, flicked the 
puck off the right post. 

The puck bounced around Broda, who had pulled out, and 
while goal judge Sonny Foley lit the scoring lamp, referee Bill 
Chadwick overruled him. Toronto Rookie Bob Dawes, who was 
in the cage said after the game that the puc bounced out off his 
skate. 

The play was still in motion, and Toppazzini went back 
down the rink, remonstrating with Chadwick and weaving his 
stick. The arbiter sent off the freshman winger for a ten-minute 
misconduct, and only then at Schmidt's request did go down for a 
conference with goal judge Foley - whose decision was still 
nullified. 

On the opening Bruin goal in the second period, Smith

BRUINS STRAND 
ISLANDERS WITH 
ALERT ADAMS, 5-1

It may seem an odd observation in view of the final score, 
but the performances of the rival goalies were the most 
captivating features last night in the Bruins' 5-1 victory over the 
New York Islanders. 

That's the way it was at the garden, as the Boston team 
played pretty much at its ease against the new expansion club 
from Long Island which has managed to win only three times in 
its first 23 games. 

You take those two points as you find them, however, and 
by extending their unbeaten string through eight straight games 
the Bruins are now only four behind Montreal's East Division 
leaders, who lost at Philadelphia. 

They remained two back of the Rangers, who just managed 
to win at home from Atlanta. 

Getting back to the specific business of last evening, the 
men in the nets gained most of the attention. 

For the Bruins, it was John Adams who stayed up strongly 
and confidently to earn his third victory to go with one tie in four 
appearances. 

John had a number of good saves, but he was inclined to 
self-criticism on the only one directed past him early in the last 
period, by Lorne Henning. 

"No excuse, really," Adams said of this slider which came at 
him from his left side. "I just had my stick up off the ice and the 
puck went through my skates. That's something I'll have to 
correct." 

The man at the other end of the ice was Billy Smith, who is 
only 21, a tender age for a goalie. And young Billy was 
frequently sensational, particularly in the first period when the 
Bruins could have run pool on him. 

Smith had 38 saves on one of those big Boston shooting 
nights, and he was subjected to pretty steady bombardment at 
times. 

There was a distribution of the scoring among the three 
Bruins lines, with special emphasis on the unit of Fred Stanfield, 
Johnny Bucyk and Mike Walton, who got one apiece. 

The others were by Ken Hodge, who got the opener, and by 
Dom Marcotte who popped the last one on an adroit backhand 
pass out from Terry O'Reilly. 

"That one line was a standout," said Coach Tom Johnson. 
"But I'd have to think Walton was pretty much our best tonight. It 
was one of his outstanding games for us. And, of course, the guy 
in the net was like a rock, never fighting the puck and never 
leaving anything loose around the net." 

The goals by Walton and his associates were special items in 
the course of the game, which had its less spectacular sequences 
particularly since the Islanders lacked their most valuable and 
most experienced player, Capt. Eddie Westfall, who is out with a 
pulled groin muscle. 

Quite late in the first period, Bucyk sent Walton careening 
into the Islander zone. Germain Gagnon made a futile swipe at 
the puck, and Mike just grabbed it from him. 


Walton made a big move from the right across the front and 
executed an adroit fake to the shot to Smith's right side.
